PRESIDENT’S REPORT 
Carl Roehling, AIA 


1989 was a year of outreach and 
focus. We did fewer things better, and 
we looked outward rather than in the 
mirror. 

Our goals revolved around three 
primary areas of concentration: Con- 
ferences, Publications, and Political 
Action. 

Conferences - The Mid-Summer 
Conference and the Annual Conven- 
tion were outstanding. The Mid-Sum- 
mer Conference, chaired by Mike and 
Jan Marshburn, provided spirit, fel- 
lowship and insights into the issues 
facing our profession. The Conven- 
tion, held in Grand Rapids, provided 
a broad range of unique personalities 
and topics. Al Kochanowski, conven- 
tion chairman, designed our first two- 
day event to be fast-paced and packed 
with content. While it did not achieve 
our financial objectives, it laid the 
groundwork for innovative conferen- 
ces to come. Educational seminars 
and networking will be featured in the 
future. 


Publications - Our highest priority 
was to improve the stature of the ar- 
chitect by "targeting" the individuals 
most likely to influence our ability to 
lead. We created our own "media" by 
producing the first issue of PLACE, 
the quarterly magazine of the 
Michigan Society of Architects. Un- 
like any other regional publication, 


PLACE is designed and written for 
the lay person not the architect. We 
currently are producing over 3500 
copies per issue and expect to reach 
5000 by 1991. Tim Casai, chairman of 
the editorial committee, has solicited 
submittals representing every region 
and size of firm. "Placemaker", a 
directory of Michigan Architects , will 
premier in 1990. 

Political Action - There was a great 
deal of "action" in 1989. The A/E 
definition issue was left unresolved, 
the Qualification Based Selection 
(QBS) is being implemented and the 
Intern Development Program is being 
instituted. Landscape Architects are 
pursuing practice registration, and 
most significantly, the Interior Desig- 
ners are pursuing practice registra- 
tion. Our response to the challange 
has been better than I ever expected. 

Rocco Romano, chairman of the In- 
terior Design Task Force, has led 
three sub-committees that have quick- 
ly put our opposition in place. The 
Research Committee, chaired by 
Graham Dickens and Steve Vogel, 
produced a series of "white papers” 
written to give us and our legislators 
insight into the issues. The "Building 
Bridges” committee has launched net- 
working effort that has gained the sup- 
port of the CEC, CAM, BOCA, 
MSPE and state legislators. The 
fundraising committee, led by Dan 
Redstone, has raised over $ 5,000 and 
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has created an Architectural Political 
Action Committee (APAC). Much 
has been accomplished. This is 
promise of more to come. 

The Michigan Bureau of Facilities 
has been approached to participate in 
a Quality Forum with the MSA and 
CEC. Itis designed to find better ways 
for the Bureau and design profes- 
sionals to delivery quality projects. 

There were many accomplishments 
in addition to the three primary areas.

Youngren, put together programs in 
the Beaubien House which included: 


1) Paper Sculpture 

2) Pre-impact: Reprise Exhibit by 
Young Detroit Area Architects 

3) Tower Exhibit

chaired by Dick Fry, developed a 15 
year financial strategy for the society! 

The MSA operations were stream- 
lined and improved through the 
review efforts of Tom Lucas and the 
implementation efforts by Rae 
Dumke. We are computerized. We 
are run like a business. We are service 
oriented. 

The Board of Directors delivered 
detailed communications and assisted 
in outreach. Arnie Mikon, Steve 


Whitney, Fred Dawe and Rocco 
Romano, attended state licensing 
board meetings to improve com- 
munication. Chapters received public 
awareness grants (through the MAF) 
to support their programming efforts. 

The Executive Committee traveled 
to all nine chapters. They reached 
out! 

One year ago this month, I thanked 
the Board of Directors, the Executive 
Committee, and Rae Dumke for 
achieving all of the goals I had outlined 
for the MSA in 1989 before the year 
started. My confidence was well 
founded. 

We reached out! We focused! We 
made my bold predictions come true!

Editor’s Note: Excerpts of this report 
were given by Carl at the MSA Annual 
Meeting at the Convention in Grand 
Rapids (October 19, 1989) 


Last September, I had the pleasure 
of participating in the Michigan 
Vision 2000 program put together by 
Gino Rossetti, FAIA, and Evie Asken, 
FAIA. There were sixty students and 
associates, as well as twenty Fellows of 
the American Institute of Architects 
attending. In the course of the pro- 
gram, Gino Rossetti was trying to ex- 
plain to the sixty young people the 
importance of history and how quickly 
things change. To illustrate, he 
reminded them that it was only twenty 
years ago that The Beatles broke up. 
You could see on many of the faces of 
these young people, who at the time 
The Beatles broke up were probably 
two or three years old, that they really 
did not understand what Gino was 
talking about. Ken Neumann sensed 
this, and spoke up asking "Who are the 
Beatles?" 

The incident reminded me that what 
is significant to us now may not be 
significant to others in the future. Our 
accomplishments in 1989 should not 
be viewed from 1989 but will be 
reviewed and understood for their sig- 
nificance in the future. I have decided 
to give you my report as though we 


were in the year 1999 and that I was the 
President. I will look back to see 
whether the things we did in 1989 
were, in fact, significant. So imagine 
yourself in Traverse City. It’s October 
19, 1999 and we are at a new resort 
enjoying the wonderful Great Lakes, 
and I, as Michigan Society of Ar- 
chitects President, am reporting to 
you. 

Good morning ladies and 
gentlemen! I would like to report to 
you on the progress we have made in 
this year 1999. There are three sig- 
nificant areas that we are pursuing this 
year. First, Conferences; second, 
Publications; and third; Political Ac- 
tion. First, let’s talk about our con- 
ferences, The Seventh Annual Sum- 
mer Design Conference was held at 
Cranbrook. Philip Johnson was the 
keynote speaker. Despite his ninety- 
five years of age, he challenged young 
architects to be "whimsical". 

The Fifty-Seventh Mid-Summer 
Conference was held at Mackinac. 
Dick Fry, AIA, chaired the event for 
the fifth time, and of course, the Grand 
is still renovating as they have been for 
the last fifteen years. The 150 mem- 
bers of the MSA that attended ac- 
quired CEU’s (continuing education 
units) for attending the seminar on 
Organizational Psychology. The Con- 
vention, our second conference, being 
held in Traverse City, has been a great 
success. This two-day event, which 
was started in 1989, has included con- 
tinuing education courses in Risk 
Management, Building Law, Firm 
Management, Building Technology, 
Rendering, Site and Environmental 
Laws and an update by the Fire Mar- 
shal, The attendance of 500 included 
Interior Designers, Landscape Ar- 
chitects, Engineers, and Facility 
Managers. It has grown considerably 
since the 1989 Convention in Grand 
Rapids, which had 300 attendees. 

The second area of importance this 
year is publications. Our newsletter is 
produced monthly compared to 1989's 
eight issues and our new Computer 
Newsletter Network will be in place 
next year. You, as a member of the 
MSA, will be able to simply dial up on 
your modem and get the latest infor- 
mation and news in the State of 
Michigan. 


The magazine, "PLACE", is up to 
10,000 subscribers from the initial 
3,000 in 1989. We have replaced our 
editor and added another person to 
our sales staff to insure profitability 
and the quality of the magazine. We 
look forward to its expansion in the 
future. 

Our new “regional data base" is cur- 
rently being developed. By the year 
2001, we will have access through our 
computers to information on fees, 
construction costs, codes and person- 
nel, Finally, we will have access to a 
data bank that tells us whether poten- 
tial clients are litigious. 

We have occupied the third floor of 
the Beaubien House with our ex- 
panded staff. The Executive Commit- 
tee has decided not to accept the offer 
of $1.5 million for the Beaubien 
House. The Beaubien House has 
been paid off and is debt free. In 
general, our publications are becom- 
ing more and more electronic and 
more and more outward focused. 

The third area is political action. 
This year, Governor Bowers signed 
the Sibley Act, which mandates 
qualification based selection. APAC 
(Architectural Political Action Com- 
mittee) has $ 50,000 in funds per year 
compared to the $ 10,000 per year 
when it was started in 1989. Unfor- 
tunately, Interior Designers will be 
trying for licensing for the fifth time 
since 1989. Both of our lobbyists are 
working against it. Unfortunately, ar- 
chitects and engineers continue to 
redefine the definition of our respec- 
tive practices. This has been an on- 
going problem. Finally, the Men in 
Architecture Committee will be meet- 
ing with next year’s President, a young, 
black female by the name of Kim 
Varner, to develop a fund raising ap- 
proach for our Housing the Homeless 
Program. We look forward to great 
progress in this area. 

In sum, 1999 has been a great year. 
We look forward to going into the next 
century with a vibrant, energetic and 
entrepreneurial organization. Every- 
thing seems to be in place to ac- 
complish it.

WHITE PAPER 


The following white paper is one of 
a series that the MSA Interior Design 
Registration Task Force drafted 
which was presented to the MSA 
membership at the Annual Meeting in 
Grand Rapids. 


PROFESSIONAL ISSUES AS- 
SOCIATED _ WITH THE 
PROPOSED LEGISLATION 


Issue # 1: The ability of the state to 
administratively control the design 
profession. 


Currently the state is underfunded 
and understaffed with respect to the 
Department of Licensing & Regula- 
tions review and act upon violators of 
current legislation. The licensing of 
interior designers would add to this 
burden an industry rife with unprofes- 
sional conduct. Case in Point. 


Issue # 2: Review of the practice of 
amortizing design fees into furniture 
purchase. 


With very few exceptions, it is normal 
for interior designers to conceal all or 
part of their fee in the cost of furniture. 
The customer is unaware what the 
designer is paying for the furniture 
and only knows what he is being 
charged. i.e. 


a) Discount given to Owner by 
Designer - 25% 

b) Discount received by designer 
from Manufacturer - 60% 

c) Difference, to pay for: All/part 
design fees; Installation; Cost of 
acquisition -45% 


While there is nothing illegal in this 
process, it is flawed in a number of 
critical areas. They are: 


a) System leaves open the oppor- 
tunity for collision between 
Designer and Manufacturer. 

b) The customer is being deceived by 
an industry that has set up a 
system that ’de facto’ 
constitutes restraint of trade. 


c) The owner never knows true cost 
of services rendered. 


Issue # 3: Proposed professional 
standards. Specifically the grand- 
father clause. 


Current proposed legislation would 
allow anybody who met certain mini- 
mum standards to elude the examina- 
tion requirement and become 
licensed by the state. The grandfather 
clause will be effective for one year. 


Anybody who has either six years of 
education and experience or eight 
years of experience will be granted a 
license to practice interior design. 


The interior design industry includes 
candidates from many disciplines in- 
cluding: 

Professional commercial interior 

designers 
Designers who supply furniture 
Furniture dealers 
Department store interior designers 
Residential and commercial 

decorators 


The grandfather clause would give 
all of these groups the ability to be- 
come licensed for the first year 
without regard to ability.

The Architects Political Action 
Committee (APAC) formed this past 
October has already received $ 5,000 
in pledges and contributions. The 
goal of the APAC is $ 10,000 by year 
end. Every licensed architect in the 
state has received a mailing concern- 
ing the position of the Society on the 
Interior Design Licensing issue and 
every MSA member has the oppor- 
tunity to contribute to the APAC by 
personal check by the card enclosed 
with the dues mailing.

When you read this Ruth and I will 
be finishing our 3 years of representing 
Michigan at the Institute, and Mary 
and Tom Lucas will be starting their 
directorship. Michigan will have the 
added representation in 1990 of Rae 
Dumke who as Council of Architec- 
tural Components Executives Presi- 
dent will be on the Board. Also, for 
the next two years, Tina Bassett, Presi- 
dent of Bassett & Bassett a Detroit 
Communications firm, will be repre- 
senting Michigan on the Board as 
Public Director. 

During Al Durkee’s directorship he 
often reported the preoccupation of 
the Institute and the Board with finan- 
cial concerns which frequently 
hamstrung programs.

The newly es- 
tablished staff evaluation procedure 
will also be based on goal results. A 
new graphic and communication pro- 
gram has just been unveiled which 
promises to be substantially effective. 

Everything appears to be in place for 
a rosy future, including a fine working 
relationship between Jim Cramer, the 
new Executive Vice President and our 
new President, Sylvester Damianos. 
The next three years should be spec- 
tacular. 

Ruth and I thank you sincerely for 
allowing us to represent you and we 
further ask for your continued support 
at the AIA convention in May when I 
will be a candidate for one of the three 
Vice Presidents of the Institute.

I have been fortunate to have had 
mentors both professionally and 
within the Chapter who responded to 
my various ideas by saying "just do it." 
It is an attitude that is challenging and 
rewarding in the opportunities for 
growth, And for me, I can use all the 
help I can get in the growth depart- 
ment, 

This same "Just Do It" attitude will 
prevail this year in the Detroit Chapter 
for I am open to ideas on how the 
Chapter can most effectively serve the 
membership. 

As I finalize my plans for 1990 I 
thought it would be appropriate to in- 
troduce you to the "proposed" 
programs and events. The reason I 
have identified the programs and 
events as proposed is because of my 
concern regarding membership atten- 
dance. I will be the first to admit that 
during this past year I have been ex- 
tremely busy at the office and I didn’t 
have the time to attend as many func- 
tions as I would have liked. 

During this past year, I have seen the 
enormous effort that Steve Vogel has 
dedicated to his programs. At the 
same time, I have seen the attendance 
to these programs as less than 
desirable. We have a membership of 
approximately 1,000 of which only 20 
people turned out to a few of Steve’s 
excellent programs. We don’t expect 
every member to attend every pro- 
gram, but when we find 50 members at 
a given event we call it a success. Is it 
asuccess? In comparison to 20 or less, 
I guess it is. By in large, the same 
members who attend all of the func- 
tions are here tonight (DC Annual 
Meeting). Should these attendance 
levels be expected as a maximum or 
should we strive for improvement? 
This issue of attendance has raised 
some question in my mind regarding 
the amount and type of programs the 
Chapter should be providing. After 
all, it is our dues that are allocated to 
fund these programs and if we are 
missing the boat then we need to 
know. Is there a perceived value to the 
programs? Should that format and or 
content change? Is this the result of 


the age old question "What has the 
AIA done for me?" We hope to 
answer these questions and many 
more during 1990. 

This past February the Detroit 
Chapter Board participated in a 
Strategic Planning Work Session 
where we asked the questions "What is 
our purpose and how can we create 
programs which address the needs of 
the membership?" In addition, we dis- 
cussed how the Chapter can effective- 
ly communicate to the membership 
the quality work that is ongoing. A list 
of 36 issues were identified which 
when implemented will change the or- 
ganization into one that is more reflec- 
tive of membership’s needs, 

In response to this Strategic Plan you 
will see changes in Chapter opera- 
tions. The recent By-Law changes are 
a direct result of this. The Board of 
Directors will function differently this 
year. An Executive Committee will be 
established to handle the daily func- 
tions. This in itself will enable the 
Board of Directors to focus in on cur- 
rent issues and ongoing policy discus- 
sions. The format of the Board meet- 
ings will be revised to allow open par- 
ticipation of members in the issues 
that affect the profession and how the 
AIA can serve those needs. 

In an attempt to build upon the past 
and reinforce a "theme" approach to 
programs utilized by Steve Vogel in 
1989, the 1990 theme "Detroit 2020" 
will focus on issues affecting the cur- 
rent practice of architecture with 
programs which respond to the 
preparation for the future. 

Detroit 2020 is a byproduct of the 
Vision 2000, a multi-year National 
AIA program charged with assessing 
the future needs of architects and their 
public and developing ways to meet 
those needs. 

A series of special programs have 
been designed to look towards the fu- 
ture of Detroit Architecture in Prac- 
tice, Design, Education, AIA Mem- 
bership, Social Responsibility, and 
Public Awareness. A copy of the 
proposed 1990 calendar is here for 
your review and comment. 


The Public Awareness Committee 
will continue to develop wider media 
attention to our role within the com- 
munity, The activities initiated in 1989 
will continue and expand as we 
develop a better relationship with the 
media and incorporate the expertise 
of a communication consultant. This 
could lead to a series of articles on 
"Detroit in the 21st century.” 

Ongoing programs such as House 
Tours, Allied Arts, etc. will reinforce 
the theme by their incorporation of the 
vision of Detroit Architecture in the 
21st Century. A programs committee 
will be established to insure the 
quality, consistency, open com- 
munication, and coordination of the 
Chapter Programs. In addition, a 
membership committee will be 
formed to identify and implement fu- 
ture relevant programs. 

In 1989, under the guidance of Steve 
Vogel, we went through a period of 
self evaluation. This year we intend to 
gain insight and feedback so that 
hopefully this year’s programs will 
respond to those needs. For this to 
happen we need your input. Accept 
the challenge and just do it, for your 
involvement today will influence our 
profession in the future.

For the first time, the historic Great 
Model of St. Paul’s Cathedral, along 
with 120 of Sir Christopher Wren’s

BEAUBIEN HOUSE ART 


The Michigan Society of Architects, 
through the Michigan Architectural 
Foundation, has acquired its first 
piece of art as part of the permanent 
collection of Michigan Artists for 
Beaubien House. Entitled Structurist 
Relief # 290, 1989 by David Barr, it 
was included in a current show of the 
artist’s work in the Donald Morris 
Gallery in Birmingham, Michigan. 

David Barr, a native of Detroit and a 
graduate of Wayne State University, is 
a Professor of Art at Macomb Com- 
munity College in Warren, Michigan. 
He is a structurist. Most of his pre- 
vious works have been reliefs com- 
posed of flat planes from which blocks 
of color rise from the surface at right 
angles in rectilineal arrangements. 
The earliest works are grounded in 
structurist theory, but as Barr matured 
as an artist he pushed the structurist 
vocabulary into making new state- 
ments, both in his reliefs and in other 
formats as well. 

The work purchased by the 
Michigan Architectural Foundation 
contains the most recent innovation in 
Barr’s work. Charlotte Stokes 
describes his work: shapes project off 
the edges of reliefs as if his ideas have 
become too large and too complex to 
be contained within the rectangular 
format. The rectangle itself is broken 
and reshaped. Fans of diagonals 
replace strict horizontals and verticals 
ona simple flat plane. Layers of color, 
one on top of another, are stepped out, 
exploring variously colored edges. 
These recent works with their hidden 
aspects, intuitive and risky color har- 
monies, and opening arrangement 
represent unique developments of 
structurist theory. 

This new work of David Barr’s is a 
fitting acquisition to form the begin- 
ning of a new collection.
